This is a decision, sua sponte, vyithdrawing the holding of abandonment of the above-identified 
application. 

This application was held abandoned for failure to timely file a proper reply to the Final 
Rejection mailed on August 3, 2009. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on May 3, 



A review of the file record indicates that a one-Month Extension of time, a Pre-Appeal 
Brief and a Notice of Appeal were submitted on December 3, 2009. 37 CFR § 41.37 
provides a 2-month from the date of the Notice of Appeal for the appellant to file an 
appeal brief. This 2-month time period for a patent application may be extended under 
37 CFR 1.136(a) (by 5 -months) giving the Applicant a total of 7-months time period 
ruiming fi-om the receipt of the Notice of Appeal. This time period ended on July 3, 



However, since the Pre-Appeal decision was mailed on February 23, 2010, the time 
period for filing an appeal brief will reset to one-month from the mailing of the pre- 
appeal decision or the balance of the 2-month time period ruiming from the receipt of 
the Notice of Appeal whichever is greater. Further, the time period for filing of the 
appeal brief is again extendable under 37 CFR 1.136 (by 5-months) based on upon the 
mailing date of the pre-appeal decision. Therefore, the maximum time period for the 
applicant to respond will end on August 3, 2010.
